Since this age surveys and polls which tabulate public 
everything from whether you sleep with night clothes 
whether you believe the atomic bomb means peace, 
expected that quite lot data has been gathered about art 
and artists. Someday perhaps will wake find that these 
so-called statistics have little with facts. This does not mean 
that they are not potent means influence the sale tooth- 
brushes the votes for presidential candidate. Lots people be- 
lieve implicitly what the Ouija board tells them, and proceed 
live accordingly. Consider the import recent “findings” pertain- 
ing the financial security (or insecurity) the artist. There 
are figures demonstrate that the artist who can make living 
his art represents infinitesimal fraction the profession. 
Even the big prize-winners don’t take enough prizes result 
any long term security. 


Such news this must come great shock all the innocents 
who have been star gazing the prices four and five digits 
which some the old and even the modern masters’ works have 
brought. must cruel blow all the fond parents who have 
sent Johnny and Mary art school with blissful confidence that 
their talented offspring would emerge with the magic formula 
gain both fame and riches. Well, the surveys will probably change 
all this. Maybe they are good thing after all. Maybe they will 
remove from the field art thousands who aren’t really artists 
all, thus saving them untold heartaches, well preventing 
lot non-art from cluttering the world. Maybe they will bring 
out obscurity some serious thought the nature art—is 


The current inquiries into the subject, least the part those 
who bother collect the figures and those who take them seriously, 
indicate that art considered matter dollars and cents. Other- 
wise why should anyone set out prove whether not artist 
can make living art? This perhaps legitimate enough ques- 
tion, but gone wrong through wrong emphasis. The question here 
should “Why can’t artist make living his art?” “What 
with society that cannot support its its 
artisans either, for that matter? Even the question “Is there some- 
thing wrong with art today—or the artist” would more the 
point. But no, the artist much more ready point the finger 
accusation that vague and nameless mass citizenry who 
indifferently ignore art, who don’t buy art, who buy the “wrong” 
kind art. They seek solace the belief that artist ahead 
his time; that artist has dead before discovered. 
Cannot this easily substantiated any number instances 
the recent history art? has been convenient overlook the 
fact that all art all times has not been ignored, and that such 
times has been natural for the artist remunerated for 
his work has been natural that eat. With our more im- 
mediate tradition the garret-dwelling artist, the 20th century 
business man painter seems the prototype new form 
success. What subversive work afoot undermine our budding 
hopes! National competitions and big-time commissions notwith- 
standing, the artist still starves! 


Statistics may have value; but they require interpretation they 
are lead anywhere. Assuming that the facts have been ascer- 
tained, and that the majority artists today cannot expect 
make adequate living through their work, what has this got 
with ART? not art predicated something other than 
whether not man can “afford” artist? artist 
only artist when has something communicate. Somewhere 
inside him has the power and the persistence and the devotion 
seek the realities worthy communication. Money and fame 
may come; they are merely by-products his work, not its ob- 
jective. soon “artist” occupies himself with making money 
gaining fame (building reputation, called) has 
ceased being artist. Art not commodity, though have 
been trying make one for several centuries. There may 
end justification for the artist use his work sell some- 
thing—whether pills, religion, himself. But when art be- 
comes instrument this kind longer art. Either are 
kidding ourselves think that is, not know what

Charles Howard’s big show the California Palace the Legion 
Honor something see. For several years his pictures, seen 
singly group shows, have been little islands beautifully articu- 
lated design with faultless, meticulous execution, among welter 
partly realized canvases; full self-contained microcosms with 
emotional force gravity entirely out proportion their size. 
The impact large gallery full these pictures overwhelming. 
Not that any these pictures are insistent; they are powerful. 


With few exceptions, Charles Howard might said have 
painted only two pictures over and over for the last ten fifteen 
years; one with light background, one with dark; all non- 
objective, all apparently sprung from the same motivation, drive, 
preoccupation, and using the same symbols. This lack diversity 
has set the artist free concentrate intensity expression within 


his own realm, refine and elaborate and achieve rich per- 
fection. 


The dark backgrounds which predominate among his later pictures 
are usually deep, smoky grays, which merge places into pale 
grays and warm blacks. Woven into this rich and somber element, 
which gives the impression space and depth without stating them, 
are precisely painted forms, lines, areas wonderful browns, 
blacks, glowing reds and blues, small bits clear yellow, presented 
their best advantage with the care lover. 


Howard’s mastery the technical problems value and hue con- 
trast superb. The clear, beautifully precise edges his varied 
forms flow subtly into and out the background, seeming float 
space. The surfaces his later paintings are smooth, without 
textural variation; few his earlier pieces has experimented 
half-heartedly with thick and thin paint, but the variation actual 


surface texture does not seem interest him much variation 
shape and color. 


There are many line drawings, beautifully precise and sensitively 
varied the paintings; and few early things which are extremely 
interesting, view the singularly uninterrupted course Charles 
Howard’s art, because the light they shed the motivation

Ever since our present plethora penny dreadful writers have 
learned how spell psychiatry correctly, the public has been 
swamped with novels about the inner workings the mind. And 
this trend has been reflected motion pictures, that psycho- 
analysis, psychology, and psychiatry have become sort modern 
witchcraft delight and please the elders and children. During 
recent months audiences have been regaled with Spellbound, Guest 
the House, The Seventh Veil, and this new mumbo-jumbo even 
got into historical films like Dragonwyck, Shock, Devotion—an- 
other costume drama with phychic undertones, and one studio pro- 
duces series these mental shockers, the Crime Doctor series. 
The virus spread England which gave The Seventh Veil, 
palpable film phoney has graced the screen for long time. 
psycho-analyst subjects woman hypnosis and evokes from her 
the story her past. recounting this story—under hypnosis— 
she suddenly free somewhat paranoiac fixation and selects the 
one man three with whom she genuinely love. The suggested 
cure this instance may scientifically possible; but the use 
which was put seemed like anti-climatic piffle. This, the way, 
one film which has received nothing but praise from all hands. 
The lady the story concert pianist. enjoyed the music score 
immensely, thinking that was one the best had heard long 
time. was chagrined about the mental meanderings the film. 
Guest the House was another such psychic pistache. this one 
the girl suffered from fear birds and feathery things. Coupled 
with her fear fowl was her fierce sense persecution. She 
twisted entire family around her finger, hoodwinked husband, 
wife, friends, child, servants, and allegedly intelligent young 
scientist with whom she was love, thought she was love. 
Her case history went back drinking father who used beat 
her. The ingredients for the intelligent handling psychological 
mess, this case, the girl, were there. But the script went off silly 
making what was transparent case selfishness and vicious- 
ness, deep and dark thing, unknown everyone the cast. Anne 
Baxter, the girl, gave the hero, Ralph Bellamy, enough cause know 
what she was trying do—divide the family, get the home for her- 
self. But the authors sloughed over that obvious fact, and made 
whole fabric out tissue-thin complications. 

Spellbound another picture which uses the pseudo-scientific back- 
ground this new science for its workings. And Devotion goes 
for little Victorian Age incest mixed with assorted frustrations 
and foibles. There have been horde other films this category 
which the director uses trick angles and coated lenses give 
out-of-focus effect that the audience will sold the mental 
distortions going the heads the principals. 

The pity all this not that films have tricked psychology just 
they have tricked history tricked everything else. The 
pity that films have not made honest subject dealing with this 
theme Brackett and Wilder did with drinking The Lost Week- 
end.

She now, accord- 
ing Mr. Hurok and the music editors Time, 
combination Pavlova, Duncan, and Escudero, 
all one place. 

matter fact the comparison, which seems 
first glance extravagant, quite accurate. Pav- 
lova was solo dancer who learned her art under 
the formalistic discipline the classical Russian 
ballet. Escudero the same way solo dancer 
trained the aristocratic folk-ritual the Span- 
ish dance. Duncan was solo dancer who emerged 
without from the drab indifference the 
American lower middle-class and projected almost 
formlessly yet with the irresistible physical energies 
new continent emotional relationship 
body, breathing, and great music which she herself 
devised. These three elements, the only living ele- 
ments dancing the mainstream the western 
professional art the present time, come focus 
the work Carmelita Maracci. Carmelita 
Maracci’s mother was born San Francisco, her 
father was Italian and Spanish; but the propor- 
tions her body and the flattened oval mask 


her face are Indian, resembling the sculptured 


maize-god the Aztecs. She has passed the greater 
part her life the United States. She 
thoroughly trained and, among dancers, much 
admired technician both the classical ballet 
and the classical Spanish arts. 

Unlike the majority the dancers who have come 
maturity this continent she has desire 
escape from dispense with the use this 
traditional heritage, nor has she any time sub- 
ordinated her own creative intuition the empty 
shells these formalistic and ritualistic technics. 
Dancing for her living art used full 
awareness; through her the tradition resumes life. 
immediate experience, recreated every con- 
tinuing gesture, every movement, every expression 
the features, every comprehending glance. “One 
must feel that the floor alive, and that the foot 
rebounds from strengthened like music from 
sounding-board.” The body moving space brings 
space life, dances with space, feels distance, 
dramatizes pressure, height, depth, the curve, 
length, duration, integrates flow, and extra-physi- 
cal extension movement, and the intent mo- 
tion beyond extensive reach. Thus the dancer alone, 
group, knows how animate the largest 
intimacy, how extend and thrust out 
the way and give height and body where 
person is. This greater art than the formal 
divisions the ballet. art that began with

THIS BOOK SETS NEW STYLE for Carey McWilliams and reveals 
versatile talent that will please his old readers and win him 
many new ones. earned considerable following and influence 
with such books Factories the Field, Ill Fares the Land, 
Brothers under the Skin, and Prejudice. They were all topical and 
are tense and effective expositions pressing and significant prob- 
lems. not enough say that they stem from the muck-raking 
tradition American letters, for the arguments are more scholarly 
and more highly organized. They share the unqual:fied courage 
the tradition, but the objectives are clearer and more often 
positive. 

Southern California Country there are, sure, residues 
his earlier publications, but this book has different pace, much 
longer germination period, and practically gastric ulcers. Very 
probably the book has been the making for couple decades, 
and consequence has more style and grace. 

McWilliams defines Southern California bounded the north 
the Tehachapi Mountains the east the San Bernardino and 
San Jacinto Mountains. has coastal strip 275 miles, and 
covers rather small area something less than 12,000 square 
miles. says strong word for the Tehachapi boundary, but very 
likely not the last word.
